Christmas savings account that is started im- 

mediately after Christmas and kept up until 
close to the following Christmas, This provides a 
systematic means of laying aside or saving money 
by the week or month in preparation for the extra 
spending that Christmas time entails. 

Whether this plan has ever appealed to you or 
not, there is in it an idea worth considering. Why 
can we not throughout the year build up a spiritual 
savings account in preparation for Christmas? 

We usually think of the Christmas spirit as be- 
ing that feeling of joy, festivity, and brotherly love 
that abounds at the season that commemorates 
Christ’s birth; but in reality it implies far more 
than the trees, candles, gifts, and hundred and one 
other things that go to make up the outer celebra- 
tion of Christmas, These are but symbols repre- 
senting the great love and faith and generosity 


[ THESE modern days many banks advocate a 
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that the Christ Spirit quickens in man. The true 
Christmas spirit is not confined to Christmas Day 
alone; likewise the spiritual preparation for Christ- 
mas cannot be confined to a few days or weeks 
preceding that day. 

Prophets throughout the ages foretold the com- 
ing of the Christ, and prepared the world for the 
birth of the Saviour. Prophetic too are those ideas 
in us that prepare us, mind, soul, and body, for 
the celebration of the true Christmas.

If you 
have been building up.a reserve of love all through 
the year you will have an overflow of it in your 
heart that will enable you to bless many, many per- 
sons. At the times when you withheld an unkind 
or critical word and spoke a kind word instead 
you added to your consciousness of love. The day 
when you gave unselfishly and without thought of 
return of your money, your time, or your efforts 
you made a deposit to your credit in the account 
of love. 

So it goes with all the other ideas of God that 
are within you awaiting use and expression in or- 
der to become a part of you. Studying and applying 
the lessons in DAILY Worp is an excellent way to 
deposit blessings to your credit in a spiritual sav- 
ings account.
